SUCCULENTS 


The variety among succulents is_ legion. 
There are so many interesting groups to choose 
from and each of these groups has many curi- 
ous, bizarre or beautiful species and varieties. 
Many succulents are very well known such as 
Hen and Chickens, others are known only to 
fanciers while others are so rare that they are 
found only in a few collections on earth. 

This year we are able to offer quite a few 
rather scarce items which should prove of in- 
terest to collectors. On this page are a number 
of attractive plants seldom offered or quite 
new. Throughout the catalog are others which 
fanciers will recognize. A great many new 
plants have been received recently. Quite a 
number of these are really worthwhile but are 
still not plentiful enough to offer our many 
friends. Among them are several Ceropegias 
with striking flowers; Adenium with large pink

The Stone Faces are beautiful, curious and 
interesting small succulents from S. Africa.

A close sticky or clay soil wil! hold water too long and the roots 
will suffocate. A good compost to start with is crumbly loam, 
leafmold, gritty sand and peatmoss in about equal proportions. 
Some would add a portion of well rotted cow manure. While 
they may be planted at almost any time they are most active 
in mid-spring. Water enough to keep them damp at all times. 
They do most of their growing in spring and early summer. In 
late summer and fall the stems are maturing and a little less 
water should be given. They flower during April, May and June 
atways on last year’s stems. During summer it is well to put 
them outside under a tree or on a partly shady porch as they 
will benefit from the fresh air and sunlight. 


In California during the past few years considerable interest 
has been taken in the improvement of Orchid Cacti. Many new 
varieties have been nroduced some of outstanding merit. Our 
own productions have been mostly in new combinations with 
other genera. Thus several new types have been produced which 
have their own characteristic flowers and plant forms, Many 
have ribbed, round stems and are suitable for grafted standards, 
hanging baskets or pots. They require the same culture as 
Epiphyllums but will grow with much more sunlight.

PINCUSHION Cacti are at home in the window garden. They never grow out of bounds and 
mature flowering specimens are easily grown in small pots. It is surprising how nature produces 
so many variations on a single theme. Certainly in the Mamillarias she has extended herself. 
Some are tiny globes, some grow 4’ tall, some are solitary, some form clusters, others great 
mounds with over a hundred heads. There are snowy white ones, yellow, golden and green. 
Some have long silky hair or snowy plumes, strong hooked spines or stellate clusters. Many bloom 
in winter. There are tiny flowers others almost dollar sized. White, pink, red and yellow flowers. 

CULTURE. The greater number do very well with ordinary care. A sandy loam soil that 
drains quickly as like all cacti they resent wet feet. They prefer a sunny window not too far 
from the glass and when possible plenty of fresh air. Water only when soil is dry which is a 
good rule for almost all cacti and succulents. If you can, in summer put them outdoors to 
mature the growth. Fertilizer should be lightly applied only in summer.

ECHINOCACTUS 


This large group of cacti has been split into many smaller groups called genera. Mostly they 
are ball or barrel shaped only growing columnar with great age. Some of the cacti listed here 
are more closely related to the cerei but due to their shape and culture are included for con- 
venience. They vary greatly in many ways. Some are tiny plants, marble size, others may be 
several feet tall and two feet through at maturity. They are found in either North or South 
America from Washington to Patagonia. Few of the genera are found on both continents. The 
North American genera include the true Barrel Cacti i.e. Echinocactus and Ferocactus and such 
others as Astrophytum, Ariocarpus, Leuchtenbergia, Hamatocactus, Ancistrocactus etc. South 
America abounds in them having many beautiful kinds as Notocactus, Gymnocalycium, Neo- 
porteria, Islaya, Oroya etc. Among both North and South American kinds are many smaller 
less known genera many of which you will find listed here. They are just as distinctive as the 
larger genera. Almost all the kinds have the ribbed stems. Since during the rainy season they 
must store a large amount of water this accordion effect allows them to swell up without 
bursting. The water is usually stored as a mucilaginous sap which the plant can draw upon 
during periods of drought. A few are found on hot sandy deserts but a great many are native 
to mountainous regions in brushlands or dry forests. Some of the Andean species grow at almost 
15,000 feet.

almost all average conditions. Their root sys- 
tems are vigorous and if the plants are not 
too persistently overwatered they give a good 
account of themselves. They like the same 
type of soil as other cacti: a reasonably rich 
but quite porous compost or soil through 
which water drains quickly. Coarse, porous 
soils allow air to penetrate freely to the roots 
preventing rot. A good basic compost is | part 
crumbly loam, 1 part coarse sand, 1 part leaf- 
mold or peatmoss. This may be varied to suit 
your own requirements. Granulated charcoal 
is very useful as is perlite sometimes sold un- 
der the name of Spongerok. They can take 
the place of part of the sand with great 
benefit.
